This 
shovel will handle 17% more material with 614% less 
power to lift and 121%4% less effort to push into the 
material shoveled. Because of the heat treated drop 
point it is self sharpening and wears to an even edge, 
while the ordinary shovel wears thin and turns up. The 
drop point breaks the material loose so that it slides 
down hill into the bow]. The bend of the handle is such 
that “you naturally grasp” the handle close to the load, 
giving excellent leverage.
